Whereupon, Mr. Osmond of Bear Lake 
County nominated Mr. Wallantine of Bear Lake County as temporary 
speaker, which nomination was seconded by Mr. Arbuckle of Owyhee 
County. Which nomination carried and Mr. Wallantine was declared 
temporary speaker. 

The Chief Clerk appointed Mr. Osmond of Bear Lake County and Mr. 
Smith of Latah County a committee to escort the temporary speaker to 
the chair. 

Mr. Averitt of Fremont County moved that the House adjourn until 
tomorrow at 2 o’clock. Which motion prevailed.

Nominations for permanent Speaker of ithe House or Representatives 
of the Fifth session of the Legislature of the State of Idaho being in 
order, Mr. Hess, of Fremont County, placed in nomination Hon. David 
L. Evans, of Oneida County, 

Mr. Kingsley, of Ada County, placed in nomination Hon. Thomas O, 
Hanlon, of Nez Perce County, as Speaker of the House. Mr. Jones, of 
Boise County, placed in nomination the name of Mrs. Mary A. Wright, of 
Kootenai County, as Speaker of the House. E 

Mr. Averitt, of Fremont County, moved that the nominations be closed 
and ‘the roll called, which motion was seconded by Mr. Johnesse, of 
Idaho County. Which motion prevailed. 

The roll was called with the following result: Total number of votes 
cast 46. Of which Mr. Evans received 26 votes, Mr. Hanlon received 11 
votes, and Mrs. Wright received 9 votes. Those not voting 23. Absent 1. 
Mr. Evans having received a majority of all the votes cast was declared 
duly elected Speaker of the House of Representatives of the Fifth session 
of the Legislature of the State of Idaho. 

The Chair appointed a committee of two, consisting of Mrs. Noble, of 
Boise County, and Mrs. Campbell, of Ada County, to escort the Speaker 
to the chair, 
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The Speaker announced that the House was in ordes to transact any 


business ‘that misht be presented, . 

Mr. McBee, of Kootenai County, moved that the House’ proceed to elect 
the attaches of the House in the order of the First session of the State 
of Idaho, and that when nominations be placed, the vote to be taken by 
roll call of the members. Which motion was seconded by Mr. Wallen- 
tine, of Bear Lake County, Which motion prevailed. 

The election of Chief Clerk being declared in order, Mr. Johnesse, of 
Idaho County, placed in nomination the name of James A. Keat, of 
Kootenai County. Mr. Hulse, of Blaine County, placed in nomination the 
name of Charles Shehan, of Blaine County. ~ 

Mr. Johnesse moved that the nominations be closed and the Clerk be 
instructed to call the roll; which motion prevailed. The roll was called 
with the following result: Total number of votes cast 48. Of which Mr. 
Keat received 30; Mr. Sheehan received 18. Mr. Keat having received a 
majority of all the votes cast was declared duly elected Chief Clerk of 
the House. 

The election of an Assistant Chief Clerk being in order, Mr. Stainton, 
of Nez Perce, placed in nomination the name of L. R. Leeds, which nomi- 
nation was seconded by Mr. Osborn, of Custer County. Mr. Stark, of 
Shoshone County, placed in nomination the name of Harry L. Day. 

Mr. Johnesse moved that the nominations be closed and that the clerk 
be instructed to call the roll, which motion. prevailed.. The roll was called 
with the following result: Total number of votes cast 48. Of which Mr. 
Leeds received 39 and Mr. Day received 9. Mr. Leeds having received a 
majority of all the votes cast was. declared duly elected Assistant Chief 
Clerk of the House. v 

The election of Enrolling Clerk being in order, Mr. Bates, of Canyon 
County, placed in nomination the name of Charles O. Broxon. Mr. Mad- 
den, of Canyon County, placed in nomination ‘the name ‘of William A. 
George. Mr. Kingsley, of Ada County, placed in nomination the name 
of Miss Lucia Leonard. 

The nominations being declared closed, the roll was called with the fol- 
lowing result: Total number of votes cast 48. Of which Mr. Broxon re- 
ceived 27,Mr. George received 8, and Miss Leonard received 13. Mr. Brox- 
on having received a majority of all votes cast was declared duly elected 
Enrolling Clerk. 

The election of Assistant Hnrolling Clerk being in order, Mr. Johnesse 
placed in nomination Miss Mollie Sidebotham. Mr. - Johnesse moved 
that the House vote for this candidate ‘by, acclamation vote, which mo- 
tion prevailed, and Miss Sidebotham was declared duly elected Assistant 
Enrolling Clerk by unanimous vote of.the House, 

‘The election of Engrossing Clerk being in order, Mr, Patterson, of 
Blaine County, placed_in nomination Miss Fay Leonard. Mr. Adams, of 
Washington County, placed in nomination Mr. Oscar Badley. The roll 
was called with the following result: Total number of votes cast 48. Of 


which Miss Leonard received 27 and Mr., Badley 21 votes. Miss Leonard . 


having received a majority of all the votes cast was declared duly elected 
Hingrossing Clerk. ` 

The election of an Assistant Engrossing Clerk being declared in order, 
Mr. Osmond, of .Béar Lake County, placed in nomination Doughlas Hix. 
Mr. Hall, of Ada County, placed in nomination the name of Mr. Oscar 
Badley. Nominations being declared closed, the roll was called with the 
following result: Total number of votes cast 48. Of which Mr. Hix re- 


ceived 27 and Mr. Badley received 21. Mr. Hix having received a majority” 


of all Ithe votes cast was declared duly elected Assistant Mperoseine 
Clerk. 

The election of Chaplain being declared in order, Mr. Stark moved that 
the position of Chaplain of the House be passed. Which motion was sec- 
onded by-Mr. Moody, of Shoshone County. Which motion was lost. 
Nominations for Chaplain being now declared in order, Mr. Averitt, of 
Fremont County, placed in nomination Mrs, Rebecca Mitchell, which 
nomination was seconded by Mr. French, of Latah County. There being 
no further: nominations for Chaplain, Mr. Kingsley, of Ada County, 
moved that the House elect Mrs. Mitchell by acclamation. ‘Which motion 
was seconded by Mr. Paterson. Which motion prevailed. _The name of 
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Mrs. Mitchell having been placed before the House for the position of 
Chaplain, she was elected by atclamation. 

The election of Sergeant-at-Arms being declared in order, Mr. French, 
. of Latah, placed in nomination Mr. Jas. Jewel; seconded by Mr. Moody. 
Mr. Averitt placed in nomination Mr. George Spracher, which nomina- 
tion was seconded by Mr. Ellsworth, of Fremont County. The roll was 
called with the following result: Total number of votes cast 48; of which . 
Mr. Spracher received 25 votes and Mr. Jewel 23. Mr. Spracher having re- 
ceived a majority of all the votes cast was declared duly elected Ser- 
geant-at-Arms. 

Election of Door Keeper being declared in order, Mr. Johnesse placed 
in nomination the name of Geo. J. Manning, of Nez Perce County. Mr. 
Moody, *of Shoshone County, placed in nomination the name of Henry 
Nelson. Roll was called with the following result: Total number of 
votes cast 48; of which Mr. Manning received 31, and Mr. Nelson received 
i7. Mr. Manning having received a majority of all the votes cast was de- 
` elared duly elected Door Keeper. 

The election of Page being declared in order Mrs. Noble, of Boise 
County, placed in nomination the name of Byral White. Mr. Nelson 
placed in nomination the name of Fred L. James. Mr. Johnesse moved 
that the House vote separately on the Pages, which motion prevailed. 
The roll was called with the following result: Total number of votes 
cast 48; of which Byral White received 383, and Fred L. James received 
15. Mr. White having received a majority of all the votes cast was de- 
clared duly elected Page. 

The election of second Page being ae in order, Mr, Johnesse 
placed in nomination the name of Willie Straight. Mr. Jones placed in 
nomination Mr. Fred L. James. The roll was called with the following 
result: Total number of votes cast 47; of which Mr. Straight received 28, 
and Mr. James received 19. Mr. Straight having received a majority of 
all the votes cast, was declared duly elected Page. 

Election of Committee Clerk being declared in order, Mr.:Osborn, of 
Custer County, placed in nomination the name of Miss Mary E. McCrea. 
Mr. Hulse moved that the House vote by acclamation, which motion pre- 
vailed, and Miss McCrea was declared duly elected Committee Clerk. 

The election of Janitor being declared in order, Mr. L. M. Christianson 
was placed in nomination. Mr. Stark, of Shoshone County, placed in 
nomination the name of Robert Marsh. The roll was called with the fol- 
lowing result: Total number of votes cast 47; of which Mr. Christianson 
received 37, and Mr. Marsh received 10. Mr. Christianson having received 
a majority of all the votes cast was declared duly elected Janitor. 

Mr. McBee moved that the House proceed to elect a Journal Clerk, 
which motion was seconded by Mr. Smith, of Latah County, which mo- 
tion prevailed. The election of Journal Clerk being declared in order, 
Mr. Johnesse, of Idaho County, placed in nomination che name of Miss 
Mae V. Sweetman. Mr. Hulse, of Blaine County, placed in nomination 
the name of Miss Edith Morrison, which nomination was seconded by 
Mrs. Wright, of Kootenai County. The roll was called with the following 
result: Total number of votes cast 46; of which Miss Sweetman received 
39, and Miss Morrison received 7. Miss Sweetman having received-a ma- 
jority of all the votes cast was declared duly elected Journal-Clerk of 
this session. 

Mr. Johnesse moved to take a recess until two o’clock this afternoon, 
which motion prevailed.

have reported, which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Kingsley moved that a committee of two be appointed to wait 
upon the Secretary of Staite and secure for this House the rules of the 
Fourth séssion of the Legislature, if possible; which motion prevailed. 
Chair appointed as such committee Mr. Kingsley and Mr. Patterson. 

Mr. McBee moved that the attaches of the House, who were recently 
elected, be administered the oath of office at this time, which motion pre- 
vailed. The following attaches were then sworn in by the Speaker: 
Chief Clerk, James L. Keat; Assistant Chief Clerk, Lou..R. Leeds; En- 
rolling Clerk, Charles O. Broxon; Assistant Enrolling Clerk, Miss Mollie 
Sidebotham; Engrossing Clerk, Miss Fay Leonard; Chaplain, Mrs. Re- 
becca Mitchell; Door Keeper, George A. Manning; Page, Byral White;

The committee who were appointed to wait upon the Secretaiy of State 
to secure rules of the Fourth session,.returned and reported that the Sec- 
retary of State stated that the rules are not printed in pamphlet form, 
that the rules are printed in the Journal-of the Fourth session.

Mr. Munson moved that a committee of three be appointed to select 
seats, which motion was seconded by Mr., Nelson. 

Mr. Jones offers as a substitute, that the seats be drawn for by lots. 

Mr. Kingsley moved, as an amendment to the substitute that after 
having first allowed the lady members of the House and the members of 
former sessions who are members of this session of the Legislature, the 
courtesy of selecting their seats, that the remaining seats be selected 
- by lot. A division being called for, the ayes and nays were taken with 
the following result: Ayes 22, nays 13. And so the motion prevailed and 
the amendment carried. , 

Mr. Moody moved that Mr. Stephens, of Idaho County, be allowed to 

retain the seat which he has, being somewhat deaf, and he will be nearer 
_ the Speaker. Which motion prevailed. 
The question now récurring upon the substitute motion, that of allow- 
ing the Iady members and the members of the former sessions, who are 
members of this session, to first choose their seats and the remaining 
seats be drawn by lots, the same prevailed. 

Mr. Kingsley moved that the lady members and the former members 
of the Legislature proceed to select their seats, and that a committee of 


three be appointed to draw lots‘for the others. Which motion prevailed. 


The Chair appointed as such committee Mr. Kingsley, Mr. Johnesse 
and Mr. Hrulse to make arrangements as to the seleetion of seats. 

Mr. Stainton moved that the House take a recess of 15 minutes, whick 
motion prevailed.

RULES FOR THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

1. The Speaker shall take the Chair at the time on which the House 
stands adjourned and the House shall then be called to order, and after 
prayer by the Chaplain, the roll of the members called and the names of 
the absentees shall be entered upon the Journal of the House. 

2. Upon the appearance of a quorum the Journal of the preceding day 
shall be read by the Clerk, and any mistakes therein shall be corrected 
by the House. 

8 One-third of the members present may order a call of the House 
and cause absent members to be sent for; but, a call must not be made 
after voting has been commenced. A call being moved, the Speaker 
shall -require those desiring the “call” ‘to rise; and if one-third of the 
members shall rise the call shall be ordered. The call being ordered, the 
Sergeant-at-Arms shall close the door and no member shall be allowed to 
leave the room except ‘by unanimous consent. The Clerk shall then call 
tha-‘roll and furnish the Sergeant-at-Arms with a list or ‘those members 
that are absent without leave, and that officer shall proceed forthwith 
to find and bring in such absentees. While the House is under call, no 
business shall be transacted except to receive and act upon the report of 
the Sergeant-at-Arms.

legislative history (enactment) of all laws passed at each session of the 
Legislature since statehood, and to further compile and arrange any or 
all found defective in this or other yital respect. The commission com- 
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posed of Hon. Henry Z. Johnson, of Boise; Hon. Phil, Averitt, of St.

agreed upon by their respective chairmen, and shall confer upon the 
differences between the two Houses and shall report as early as con- 
venient the result of their conference to the respective Houses for their 
action. . 

2. When a message shall be sent to either House it snall be announced 
at the door, by the Doorkeeper, and shall be respectfully communicated 
to the Chair by the person by whom it may be sent. 

3. Messages shall be sent by the Clerks, or by such person as a sense . 
of property of each House may be determined to be proper. 

4. Notice of the action of either House to the other shall be on paper 
under the signature of the Clerk of the House from which such is to be 
transmitted. 

5. After a bill shall have passed both Houses it shall be duly enrolled 
by the Enrolling Clerk of the House in which it originated. 

When bills are enrolled they shall be examined by the Enrolling Com- 
mittee of’ the House in which they originated, who shall carefully com- 
pare the enrollment with the engrossed bill as passed by the two Houses, 
and after correcting any errors that may be discovered in the enrolled 
bill, make their report forthwith in the House in which the bill origi- 
nated, 

6. After an examination and report, eaeh bill shall be signed, first by 
the presiding officer of the House in which it originated, then by the 
presiding officer of the other House, anid lastly be presented to the Gov- 
ernor for his approval. The Enrolling Commiitee shall report the day of 
presentation to the Governor, which date shall be carefully entered on 
the Journal of the House in which it originated. 

7 All joint resolutions and memorials after being passed shall be 
treated in every respect as are pills, except that they shall be filed with 
the Secretary of State instead of being left with the Governor for his 
approval. 

§& When final action shall have been taken upon any bill, joint reso- 
lution or memorial which has been passed in one House, it shall be re~ 
turned to the House in which it originated, together with notice of such 
action, having endorsed thereon by the Clerk a correct file of every 
action taken upon it. 

9 When a bill, joint resolution or memorial which has passed in one 
House shall be rejected in the other, it cannot again -be introduced in 
the House in which it originated, except in matters pertaining to 
and finance. > 

10. When both Houses shall adhere to their disagreement, after the 
report of the Committee of Conference upon any bill, Joint resolution, or 
memorial, the same shall be considered lost. 2 

11. The chairman of the House ‘Committee on Printing and the chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Printing, shall constitute a standing 
committee of two to take action on all articles proposed to be printed by 
concurrent action; and the work to be done shall be equally propor-

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tioned to each for reference to the respective committees of which they 
are chairmen. 

12. The Speaker of the House of Representatives shall preside In joint 
conventions of the two Houses, and such convention shall be held in the 
hall of the House of Representatives.

Mr. Speaker: We, your Judiciary Committee, acting jointly with the 
Judiciary Committee of the Senate, having under consideration the dif- 
fenences between the respective bodies relative to the enrollment of H. 
Bs. Nos. 4 to 178, both inclusive, and beg leave to report upon our labors 
as follows: The enrollment of said bills in penmanship will consume 
about two weeks, on a basis of ten clerks, and will cost approximately 
$700.00. 

That the publication of said bills for the present session of the Legis- 
lature would be impracticable, if it should be concluded desirable, ow- 
ing to the delays incident to their publication after the same have been 
filed in the hands of the Secretary of State and to the increased expense 
incident to the work, after the same have been so filed as to require the 
further labor of copying the enrolled bills for the use of the printer. 

That said House Bills can be enrolled by having the same printed 
upon enrolling paper, with proper certificates attached, at an expense of 
50 cents per page together with 150 copies of each bill, at an expense of 
90 cents per page, That said enrollment can be done in about two weeks, 
about 50 pages thereof being returned finished each day, after the first 
day. That the expense of having the work so done will aggregate ap- 
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proximately $800.00. That in the event of the enrollment of said bills by 
the printing thereof, the person printing the same can be constituted 
a duly qualified “attache” of the body in which such bills originated by 
making him an enrolling clerk, without compensation as such, thus al- 
lowing the use of the bills from which to make the printed copies. That 
after said bills are thus enrolled, and 150 copies of each Dill are sup- 
plied, the Secretary of State can be supplied with such a number of 
copies as will be required for a copy at such time as the Session Laws 
are printed in their entirety; whereby fully $300 can be saved in the mat- 
ter of clerical service in said office in the matter of preparing copy fór 
such Session Laws. Whereby it appearing that said bills can be en- 
rolled at an actual outlay of $500 if the same be printed, as against $760 
if the same be written, and that in the event of printing each member of 
the Legislature will be afforded the convenience of a printed copy of 
each bill re-enacted, for immediate use. Therefore your committee rec- 
ommends that a concurrent resolution of the House and Senate be 
adopted, providing for, the enrollment of said bills by the printing there- 
of and for the furnishing of 140 copies of each bill, for the use of the 
members of the Legislature, and for furnishing the Secretary of State 
with 10 copies of each act for use in furnishing copies of said acts in the 
matter of the publication of the Session Laws of the Fifth session of the 
Legislature of the State of Idaho: the said printing to be done at an ex- 
pense not to exceed §0 cents per enrolled page and 90 cents per page for 
150 copies of each bill, to be for out of the general legislature appropria- 
tion for the Fifth session.

jected a license tu‘operate or use such boiler or boilers feel aggrieved, 
he may within thirty days after the day of such rejection by a petition 
in writing, set forth the cause of his grievance and demand another ex- 
amination of his boiler or boilers. Said petition shall be addressed to 
and served upon the inspector, and shall be duly verified by the re- 
jected owner, user or renter of such boiler or boilers, and shall be accom- 
panied by the required fee for a second examination. Within three days 
after receiving such petition and fee, it shall be the duty of the Inspector 
of Boilers to notify the applicant in writing, that on a certain day, which 
shall not be less than five nor more than forty days after the day of ser- 
vice of such peition upon the Inspector, he will be ready tu reinspect ap- 
plicant’s boiler or boilers. 

At least two days before the day set for such reinspection the appli- 
eant shall designate in writing to such Inspector an engineer holding a 
certificate of the first-class to meet with them on the day set for such 
reinspection as an examining board to reinspect such rejected boiler or 
boilers. Upon the day set for such reinspection all three of such board, 
that is, the Inspector, the engineer selected by the applicant, and the 
engineer agreed upon hy them, who shall also have a certificate of the 
first- class, and they shall proceed to carefully reinspect such applicant's 
boiler or boilers. The rules and regulations under which the examining 
board will work in testing and inspecting conditions of the boiler plate, 
maximum of safety and in figuring, estimating the strength of mate- 
rial used in the construction of such boiler or boilers, will be such rules 
as are used and adopted in the inspection of steam boilers by the Mart- 
ford Steam Boier Inspection and Insurance Company, of Hartford, 
Conn. After such reinspection is completed, if a majority of such Board 
decree that the applicant is entitled to the license he has applied for, 
then the Inspector shall, without delay, issue a certificate accordingly, 
but if a majority of such Board reject such applicant's request, it shall 
be deemed a final rejection.

REPORT OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS COMMITTER. 
Boise, Idaho, February 3, 1899. 

To the Speakers and the Members of the House of Representatives of 
the Fifth Session of the Idaho Legislature—Gentlemen: We, your Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings, beg leave to report that we have examined 
the public buildings located in this city, and herewith submit the result 
of our ‘investigations, together with our recommendations: 

State Penitentiary--The first building examined by your committee 
was the State Penitentiary. We found the discipline of that institution 
good, the management being such as to merit the highest commenda- 
tion, but the needs of the institution are so many that absolutely proper 
conduct of its affairs is next to Impossible. There are at present in the 
Penitentiary 146 prisoners, while there is cellroom for but 84. With such 
a condition prevailing, it is not only impossible to manage the institution 
as it should be, but the health of the convicts is seriously impaired. The 
conditions are such that twenty-seven men are crowded into one room. 
Such a thing is not consistent with proper control of men wearing the 
stripes. The ventilation of the cells is very poor, and it is urgent that 
steps be taken at once to remedy it. 

Your committee recommends that provisions be made for the con- 
struction of a new sixty-cellhouse to relieve the crowded conditions, and 
remove a great many sanitary and other evils that exist at present 
with the labor performed by the convicts, whose splendid workmanship 
is testified to by the building constructed by them last summer; the cost 
of such building would be trifling compared to the benefits that would 
result. Such a structure is greatly needed, and the demand for it will 
„materially increase in the next few years. 

Our population is increasing rapidly, with a proportionate- increase 
in the number of convicts, and if steps are not taken to improve the 
conditions existing at the Penitentiary today, Idaho will shortly be con- 
fronted with a state of affairs that will be disgraceful. 

The accommodations for female convicts are not adequate, and there 
are practically no hospital facilities. A hospital building is a pressing 
need, and we suggest that the building now used as a blacksmith shop 
be converted into a hospital, the blacksmith shop being moved to the 
outside. 

Provisions should also be ‘made to furnish the prison with electric 
lights to take the place of coal oil lamps now in use. Water-power could, 
we believe, be secured in which to operate a dynamo. In this connection 
we desire to recommend the construction by convict labor of a ditch to 
convey water to the Penitentiary for power, irrigation and other pur- 
poses. Such a ditch could be built at very little cost, and the result that 
would accrue therefrom would be manifold. The artesian hot-water 
supply is not sufficient. At any time the water from the one well might 
be cut off, leaving the prison and grounds, the magnificent orchard and 
garden in a sad plight. Again, there is practically nò sewerage. This 
is a matter which should be attended to at once in the interest of the 
health of the convicts and the officers and guards of the prison. With 
a ditch constructed such as we suggest, there would be plenty of water 
for power, irrigation, sewer and other purposes. 

The floor of one of the cellhouses is in bad condition and should be re- 
paired at once. The steel doors are faulty and a better grade should be 
used on the cells put in in future. We urge the House to give all these 
matters careful consideration and to make ample provisions for the 
earrying out of the recommendations here presented. 

Soldiers’ Home.—Your committee found there are 77 inmates in the 
Soldiers’ Home. The management of the institution is as nearly pèr- 
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fect as conditions will permit. The best interests of the inmates demand 
a more complete sewerage system, the health of the veterans being se- 
riously endangered by the present arrangement. Better hospital facili- 
ties are also needed, and we especially recommned that they be af- 
forded. The third story should be supplied with radiators, and fire es- 
capes should be added to the building. 

It is the opinion of your committee that nothing that can be done 
should be left undone, that will administer to the health and comfort 
of those who have faced the storm of battle for their country, and who 
now, in their infirmity, receive the bounty of a grateful people. We urge 
the Legislature to make ample provisions for them. And undue regard 
for their welfare would not reflect the patriotic spirit of the people. 

Capitol Building.—Your committee has made a thorough examination 
of the Capitol Building and find many improvements and repairs should 
be made. We have @isecovered that the building has settled, evidences 
of it being seen in the library and in the Auditor’s office. The result is 
that the building is cracked in many places, marring the appearance of 
the interior. The woodwork is badly in need of a fresh coat of paint 
and varnish; the roof should be repainted and repaired to stop leaks, 
and a platform which should not be less than four feet wide surrounded 
by a railing, should be placed about the tower, to protect those whose 
duty it is to raise and lower the flag. We recommend that provision be 
made for a lage vault for general purposes. There is not an absolutely 
safe vault in the building, and the State’s valuable and voluminous 
records are in constant danger of being destroyed by fire or otherwise. 
The office vaults are all too small, but they might be made to answer 
if a general vault were constructed. 

New carpets are needed in the offices of the Governor, Attorney Gen- 
eral, Secretary of State and Auditor, and also vault furniture in the 
various offices. We recommend that an appropriation of one thousand 
($1000.00) be made to supply vault and other furniture and that the 
funds so appropriated be placed in the hands of the Capitol Building 
Board for disbursement. 

We call especial attention to the fact that the Supreme Court has no 
vault in which to file the records of that tribunal, which have accumu- 
lated for years, and the value of which increases each year. These rec- 
ords could never be replaced, and the fact that they are in constant dan- 
ger of destruction should appeal strongly to the members of the House, 
We especially urge that provision be made for the keeping of these rec- 
ords. 

In conclusion your committeee would recommend that the following 
appropriations be made to cover the cost of carrying out the recommen- 
dations we have offered: 

For improvements of the Penitentiary, $25,000.00. 

For improvements at the Capitol Building, not including the $1000.00 
for office furniture, $6000.00, 

For improvements at the Soldiers’ Home, $3000.00.

This is only an additional chapter of the grand 
farce and nublie swindle known as the State wagon road appropriation 
scheme, which had for its object the drawing of immense amounts from 
the, public treasury for the purpose of giving soft snaps to political fav- 
orites at the expense of the taxpayers of the State. 

The sooner this whole maiter is stamped upon by the representatives 
of the people the better, for so long as any claim connected with it is 
recognized by the Legislature, like Banquo’s ghost, it will be bobbing up 
and reminding us of the past. 

The opinion of the Judges of the Supreme Court is conclusive on the 
point, that the Wagon Road Commission had no authority whatever to 
employ Winters to do the recited extra work. But aside from this, other 
matters have come to the committee that would warrant them in the be- 
lief that said Winters et al., were in collusion with others for the pur- 
pose of pulling more money out of the treasury without authority of 
law. By the way of throwing some other light on this subject we append 
hereto a letter from Mr. Winters to one A. A. Boomer, which, to say the 
least, is rather suggestive. 

Your committee would recommend that the Legislature wash its hands 
just as soon as possible of this whole iniquitous proceeding, and that 
this matter be indefinitely postponed, with the hope that future Legisla- 
tures will never allow one item connected with it to be resurrected.

Winters et al., plaintiffs, vs. The State, defendant.—Syllabus. 

W. P. and B. as contractors, built two sections of State wagon road, 
under act of February 16, 1893, according to the survey of the Chief En- 
gineer, who under the provisions of said act established the lines of said 
road. Said contractors were compelled to do said work under the super- 
vision of said Chief Engineer. Portions of the two sections so built by 
the contractors were located so near the Salmon River that they were 
washed out by high waters prior to the acceptance of the road by the 
State. At the direction of the State Road Commissioner, and under the 
supervision of the said Engineer, the contractors rebuilt the portion so 
destroyed. The original contract price consumed the entire fund avail- 
able’ for said two sections. Held, that, under the circumstances, the 
Legislature is authorized to make an appropriation sufficient to pay said 
contractors for the value of said extra work, and that it would be equit- 
able and just for the:Legislature to do so. 

An original proceeding brought by the plaintiffs to obtain a recom- 
mendatory decision of this Court touching the equity of a claim, as- 
serted by the plaintiff against the State. The State demurred to the 
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complaint, which demurrer was overruled. The State then asnwered, 
denying the material averments of the complaint. By agreement of 
both parties, the cause was referred to the Judge of the District Court 
of the Third Judicial District to take and report the evidence to this 
Court. The evidence was reported to this Court, and the cause argued on 
behalf of both parties, and decision rendered in conformity to prayer in 
plaintiff’s complaint. ‘

Opinion: Quarles, J. This is a progeeding under Section 10 of Article 
five (5) of the Constitution of Idaho, brought by plaintiffs to obtain the 
recommen@atory decision of this Court, touching the equity of a claim 
asserted by the plaintiffs against the State of Idaho. It appears from the 
complaint and from the testimony reported in this proceeding, that the 
plaintiffs were original contractors, and as such undertook to construct 
two sections of the State wagon road, constructed under the provisions 
of the act of the Legislature, approved February 16, 1893, said two sec- 
tions being in the Counties of Custer and Lemhi. That the plaintiffs 
constructed said two sections under the supervision of J. W. Birdseye, 
the Chief Engineer selected under the provisions of said act, That the 
line of said road was selected and surveyed by said Chief Engineer. 
That portions of said road were located by said Chief Engineer along 
the Salmon river at an elevation too low to prevent the said road from 
being flooded during high water. That after said sections of the road 
had been completed by the plaintiffs, but before they were received, por- 
tions thereof were washed out by high water, whereupon, the Board of 
Commissioners of said State Wagon Road passed a resolution that the 
plaintiffs under the direction of said Chief Engineer change and recon- 
struct said portions, ete. Thea object being to get said road at points 
where overflowed, above high water, so that it could be used at all times. 
Under said resolution, it appears that plaintiffs on that section of the 
road constructed by them in Lemhi County, did extra work to the extent 
three thousand, seven hundred and fifty-seven and twenty-five one 
hundreds dollars, and on the section constructed by them in Custer 
County, to the extent of twenty-nine hundred and eighty-seven dollars. 
The evidence touching the value of said extra work before us, consists 
solely of the certificates of the Chief Engineer and the vouchers accom- 
panying the same, which are meagre and unsatisfactory, but whith we 
have treated as a prima facie case. The original contracts let to the 
plaintiffs by the Wagon Road Commission, as shown by the records be- 
fore us, exhausted the entire fund available for the construction of said 
two sections, hence, the Commission by law, had no authority to employ 
the plaintiffs to do the said extra work. But it was necessary to do said 
extra work, and as such work was done by the plaintiffs, and is a public 
benefit, in equity and good conscience, the plaintiffs should be paid for 
such work. Under the provisions of said act, it was the duty of the Chief 
Engineer to survey and locate the lines and grade of said State Wagon 
Road, and it was the duty of the plaintiffs to construct the two sections 
aforesaid contracted by them, according to the survey and lines as lo- 
cated by sald Chief Engineer. Mistakes through negligence, or other- 
wise, were made by said Chief Engineer in locating the lines of the two 
sections so constructed, by the plaintiffs, but it would neither be just nor 
equitable to permit the plaintiffs to suffer by reason of the mistake or 
incompetency of the Chief Engineer, under whose direction they were re- 
quired to act, and in whose selection they had no voice. We think that 
the Legislature is authorized to make an appropriation sufficient to com- 
pensate the plaintiffs for the value of the extra work done by the 
plaintiffs as aforesaid, and that it would be equitable and right to do so, 
and we recommend such appropriation. If the Legislature has any doubt 
as to the actual value of said services, it would be proper to require the 
plaintiffs or some of them, or other witnesses to come before the proper 
committee of the Legislature, and testify as to the value of such*ser- 
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vices. It is hereby directed that evidence reported to this Court by the 
District Court of the Third Judicial District by plaintiffs exhibits A, B, 
C and D, mentioned in said evidence, be attached to a certified copy of 
this decision and delivered to the attorney for the plaintiffs.

To the House of Representatives: H. B. No. 137, entitled, “An Act pro- 
viding for the issuing of State bonds to the amount of twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars, for the improvement of the State Insane Asylum, pre- 
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scribing how the proceeds of the sale of said bonds shall be expended, 
and providing a sinking fund for the payment of said bonds,’ is here- 
with returned without approval : 

This bill was originally passed at the Third Session of the Legislature 
of the State of Idaho, and pursuant to its provisions, State bonds to the 
amount of $25,000 for the improvement of the State Insane Asylum were 
issued and the proceeds applied for purposes mentioned. The bill was in- 
cluded in the report of the un-official commission for re-enactment. With 
all due respect to the recommendation of the commission and the action 
of the Legislature, I believe it very unwise to enact this law. A care- 
ful perusal of the same discloses the fact that no where in the, bill is 
there a date or other feature, showing that the measure is a re-enact- 
ment. Other laws of similar nature re-enacted by the Legislature at 
this session have contained some provision or past date, or other feature, 
rendering any present or future operations impossible, but unfortunately 
no such provision is in this bill. In fact, there is no reason, if the bill þe- 
comes a law, why the officers mentioned therein could not (it, becomes 
their duty under the bill) issue the bonds mentioned. Whether the 
bonds would find sale or not is not a question to be discussed here. For 
these and other reasons which are apparent, I am constrained to with- 
hold approval, believeing that the Legislature will adopt other and bet- 
ter means for validating the bond issue authorized and made under the 
original law. For similar reasons, I also return without approval, H. B. 
No. 125 entitled “An Act providing for the issue of State bonds for the 
benefit of the Albion State Normal School and the Lewiston State Nor- 
mal School, and prescribing how the proceeds of the sale of said bonds 
shall be expended.”

To en- 
cumber our statutes with the two laws on the same subject is not ad- 
visable and would undoubtedly lead to confusion, to say nothing of the 
expense of printing. 

Second—Its provisions are directly and radically in conflict with those 
of the measure passed at this session (H. B. No, 183) regarding the man- 
ner in which “reasonable maximum rates for the use of water sold, 
rented or distributed for any useful or beneficial purpose” may be es- 
tablished in that the bill passed at this session empowers Boards of 
County Commissioners to fix said rates, while the bill returned em- 
powers the District Courts to fix said rates. I approve of the legislation 
of this session, which invests County Commissioners with this authority. 
For these and other equally important reasons I am constrained to with- 
hold approval of H, = No. 141.

Section 2. A separate ballot-box shall be used for voting on any ques- 
tion of taxation, if a majority of such votes cast at such election are in 
favor of a tax; the judge and clerk of election must immediately certify 
the fact, the date, thereof, and the rate of tax voted, the year for which 
voted, and the number of the district, to the Clerk of the Board of 
County Commissioners, who shall, as soon as such vote has been can- 
vassed, proceed to levy the amount so voted upon all the property in 
such road district, and certify the fact to the County Assessor; but not 
more than one such special tax shall be levied in one year. Which 
amendments were coneurred in by the House, and H. B. No. 198, as 
amended, passed to first reading.

State of Idaho, Executive Office, Boise, Idaho, February 24, 1899. 

To the House of Representatives: H. B No. 289, by Patterson, “An 
Act authorizing the Secretary of State to purchase 200 copies of the of- 
ficial Session Laws of the Fourth Session of the Legislature of the State 
of Idaho,” is returned without approval. There are now on hand in the 
Secretary of State sixty copies of the Fourth Session Laws, which, in 
addition to one copy provided each member of the Legislature (70) 
copies, makes a total of 180 copies the property of the State. 

Inasmuch as all acts of the Fourth Session, excepting those declared 
unconstitutional, have been re-enacted at this session and will be in- 
cluded in the published laws of this Séssion, this expenditure at this 
particular time, it seems to me, is not justified. If there are any official

Legislature of the State of Idaho, Fifth Session: Your Committee ap- 
pointed for the purpcese of examining the records referring to text book 
accounts beg leave to report as follows: We have examined the books 
kept in the State Superintendent’s office, showing the purchase of books 
made during the years 1893 to 1898, inclusiye, and find same to be very 
poorly kept, inaccurate and incomplete. 

In 1893 and 1894, when the system was inaugurated, there appears to 
have been no effort made to keep the County accounts separate, and the 
totals found are in many cases wrong, so that it was necessary to check 
over all footings for that period, and inasmuch as alterations and era- 
sures were quite frequent, it is quite probable that further investiga- 
tion would disclose more errors in making the original entries. The 
time allowed us did not permit of our making a complete audit but the 
character of the work in the books is sufficient evidence that the person 
making the entries was not_only not conversant with the simplest rules 
of bookkeeping, but seems to have been careless in keeping accounts 
and to have had no idea of the importance and magnitude of the busi- 
ness being conducted, and this will equally apply to all the work, even 
in the following years, as there is not a sign in the books showing that 
an attempt was ever made to balance the various accounts during the 
entire period of six years. 

In 1895 and 1896 the system of accounts was changed somewhat ap- 
parently with the idea of keeping an account with each district and 
county; there was no improvement in the method of keeping the ac- 
counts. Again in 1897 there was another change in system but also 
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without improvement, and during the months of November and Decem- 
ber, 1898, the invoices as received, were filed away without being entered 
in the accounts, so that the records were incomplete when turned over 
to the present Superintendent and still remains so. 

This action raises the doubt as to all the invoices being on file, al- 
though we have included the amounts in the statement hereto annexed. 
Reference to this statement will show that the State has purchased 
books for the period mentioned covering nearly six years to the value of 
$92,447.18, $51,242.24 of which was expended in 1893 and 1894, when the 
school atitendancy approximated 25000, thus showing a per capita ex- 
pense of $2,044, while during the succeeding four years this expense was 
only 86 1-6 cents per capita per annum, based on an average attend- 
ance of 28,300 pupils. The data for the above school attendance being 
secured from the State gris nenas office. The statement shows a 
total Hability Incurred by the State as per Superintendent's ` books, 
amounting to $92,447.18, but the said books are so unreliable and incom- 
plete as regards the payments made on above account, that we were 
forced to rely on the State Treasurer's books, showing that remittances 
have been made by the! Treasurer during the six years aggregating 
$62,166.77, thus leaving an apparent balance as shown. by the books for 
the book companies of $30,280.41. Statements have been secured from 
the different firms with which the State has dealt, which show that the 
total balance due on January 1, 1899, was only $17,950.04, a difference of 
$12,330.87. | 

This difference, no doubt, arises from the fact that a number of dis- 
tricts have remitted directly to the firms instead of to the State Treas- 
urer, as required by law, This is true in one instance, which we have 
been able to investigate. ` 

List 1 of Ada County. 'The account shows that Ada County owes the 
State $3,846,09, while the actual amount due January Ist by Ada County 
was only $635.01, as Shown by the County Superintendent’s report. 

As the County Superintendent keeps no account of the purchases made 
by Dirtrict 1, it being an independent district, it ‘is known that this dif- 
ference arises by the district remitting direct instead of as required by 
law. | 

We believe the existing law to be defective, in that it requires the 
purchasing and keeping of accounts by the Superintendent, thus taking 
the time of that official, which should be devoted to educational work. 

We recommend that the existing law be changed so that the Superin- 
tendent of each County shall be authorized to purchase all books for his 
county and settle all accounts therefor directly with the firms, and that 
he be required to keep all the necessary accounts with each district and 
make an annual report to the State Superintendent, which will show 
all expenditures so made, This change to become operative July 1, 1899, 
so that the purchase of: books will not be interfered with during the 
present school year. 

The condition of the books is such that it will be necessary to audit 
them thoroughly, checking all entries made and following the trans- 
actions through from the requisitions, which we estimate will require 
the time of one person for at least three months. 

We recommend that such an auditing be authorized as will show the- 
exact balance due from bach district and County to the State, and the 
books balanced in regular form to January 1, 1899, and closed June 30, 
1899, in the event of the changes in the law herein recommended being 
made, That the balancé due from each County to the State on June 
30, 1899, be certified to the Board of Commissioners of each County at the 
regular meeting of said!Board in July, 1899, and that it be made the 
duty of the Board of Commissioners of each County at such meeting in 
July, 1899, to order a warrant drawn on the general fund of the County 
in favor of the State, for the amount so certified as due the State and 
that the Commissioners of each County be required to make a special 
tax levy for the year 1899 if necessary for the purpose of paying such 
warrants. l K z
